beta carotene; vitamin C selected from the group consisting of magnesium dehydroascorbate, 
ascorbyl palmitate, and ascorbic acid; d-alpha tocopherol succinate; niacinamide; pyridoxine 
hydrochloride; folic acid; cyancobalamin; magnesium selected from the group consisting of 
magnesium dehydroascorbate, magnesium chloride, magnesium arginate, and magnesium 
lysinate; zinc arginate; selenomethionine; copper glycinate; and potassium citrate. 

Claim 8 1 . The nutritional supplement of claim 79, wherein the at least one transfer factor 
comprises at least a part of an egg extract or at least a part of a colostrum extract. 

Claim 82. The nutritional supplement of claim 79, wherein the at least one transfer factor 
comprises at least a part of an egg extract and at least a part of a colostrum extract. 
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Claim 83. The nutritional supplement of claim 79, wherein the at least one transfer factor is an 
egg-derived transfer factor. 

Claim 84. The nutritional supplement of claim 79 contained within a capsule. 

Claim 85. The nutritional supplement of claim 80, wherein the at least one transfer factor 

comprises at least a part of an egg extract or at least a part of a colostrum extract. 

Claim 86. The nutritional supplement of claim 80, wherein the at least one transfer factor 
comprises at least a part of an egg extract and at least a part of a colostrum extract. 

Claim 87. The nutritional supplement of claim 80, wherein the at least one transfer factor is an 
egg-derived transfer factor. 

Claim 88. The nutritional supplement of claim 80 contained within a capsule.
